Amendment 

The amendment filed on 15 February 2008 lias been entered into tlnis 
application. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 3-4, filed on 15 February 2008, with respect to 
rejection(s) of claims 1-4 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-4 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious two repositioning markers that are disposed so that one of 
each can be seen by a respective one of the eyes of the user when the user is not 
positioned correctly, and means for forming a light path between each of the eyes of the 
user and the corresponding positioning marker, the light paths being optically separate 
from each other relative to the eyes of the user, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. Claims 2-4 are allowable by virtue of their dependency.
